a) Discussed with Q TJ Churgin the letters which he intended to send to 

Editir* as his comments on fihxBtxhrhai Moscow's reply bn Ike's letter. Chur gin 
waa informed that it was understanding that he should not get involved 

in any more letter writing to the Editor' Columns, however CT 13 had agreed 
to read over the two articles which Churgin had written. Chur gin was told 
not get involved in any more of these articles writing campaigns , organizatior 
of demonstrations, or telling or writing to his friends about his proposed xx 
assignment to Europe etc. It was stressed to him again that he should be 
more careful ij B ^i8 dealings with people and things, and he was told that 
staff persons! cantt join eany organizations, write articles or make any 
ape aches without any prior approval and that in general the order is not to 
get involved in any of these activities and that the same thing applies to 
Churgin as well. Upon this Churgin mentioned again that nothing like this 
has been stated i a in hiB contract and that if this is the case he should hx 
have been " locked up B . Upon thiB £7 ^ replied (smiling), that this is 
probably so and that the key should have been thrown away. Churgin was told 
the above mentioned inst ructions are Standing ^rdera as of now, even if he 
has not been tali explained this in detail before, or has not understood it 
before. Churgin was told that YZ. ^3 will give fckoxh both of the copies 
to ^7 73 for proofreading and that ~3 will call Churgin at home to tell him 
if it is O.K. to send the articlee to tne paper. Upon this Churgin indicated 
that he hae to send this articles to the Newspapers by 8*00 pm tonight and in 
the tone of the voice this waa told Churgin indicated that he has his mind 
Bet to send the articles any way, although he said that he did «r»+. gee any 
reason why his wife could not send it on her maiden name etc. CT ~3saw that 
it would be just waste of time to go any more discussion about tne article 
| TTJetated that he. is busy and that has to rush back to office to attend 
to more important matters and that Churgin will be told by phone what to do 
cc, 0T t pgt kg s iOf 0 1.jWj aid.

In his latest letter to Pre sid^^ni^Dhowar on August 5 Khrushchev has 
indeed already reached the auzmdt * in duplicity and hypocrisy. He declares 
solemnly i " The people of Has tern Europe have freely elected this present 
way of life and will not allow anyone to change It p . 

Z syself witnessed In 1940 how "freely" one of the Eastern European nations, 
the Latvians, had to elect this present way of powerty and oppression 
were forced to go to the ballots by the foreign bayonets of the Soviet 



colonisers. Besides, these elections of the one-party, rubber-stamp parli- 
ament were unlawful since they drcuBsrant the people's referendum which by 
the Constitution of Ietviaa Republic had to precede suoh drastic changes of 
the constitution as imposed by the Soviets. Obviously the Kremlin was afraid 
of the Latvian people's will as it is still today. If Khrushchev now preaches 
" the right of the people to adopt independent decis i o n s and to establish a 
state regime which responds to their Interests ", be should show his good will 
by taking away the Soviet bayonets from the Ietvian soil, let a gro u p of U.fl. 
observers enter this subjugated country and report objectively about the 



Soviet "practioe" and its results of colonialism which show^no end there. 

Another Khrushchev's "suzrclt" of the Big Ida* " Aggression by a small 
country against a large power is in general impossible But just the opposite 
assertion was used as a pretext of the invasion of three snail co un tr i es, 
Estonia, Iatvla and Lithuania, In June, 1940 - they allegedly had prepared 
military aggression against the U.S.8.R. Was not Khruahohev himself a Pollt- 



bureau member who decided this direct aggression at that time T Has he 
changed his wi™* now ?
